er's Victim. 


Killing To-Day of Robt. A. Steele, a 
Commission Merchant. 


Row Over Fifteen Dollars Results 
in a Tragedy. 


A Murder at the Union Stock Yards—Rice 
Marsteller Kills His Creditor—Asked to 
Pay a Loan He Retaliates with Bullets— 
Courage of His Victim—Advancing Un- 
der Fire Steele Meets His Death—Excite- 
ment at the Yards. 


offices on Bremen avenue and Hall street were 
thrown into a fever ot excitement this morn- 
ing about 10 o’clock dy the killing of 
Robt. A. Steele of the firm of Hull & 
Steele, commission merchants, atthe hands 
of T. R. Marsteller, a trade about the yards. 
When a reporter of the Post DISPATCH 
reached the scene a few minutes after the kill- 
ing groups of stalwart men were clustered 
about the offices discussing the murder. There 
was only one eye-witness of the entire row 
between the two men which culminated in 
the tragedy, but several of the traders 
and drivers had seen parts of the affair, and 
all these recollections were graphically re- 
lated to the listening crowds. 

The facts in the case are that Mr. Steele left 


his office on Bremen avenue, between 
9 and 10 o’clock and went down to 
the west scale lot about one block 


south of Bremen avenue, and on the main 
alley running north and south. He had not 
been there long before he became engaged in 
a personal difficulty with Marstelier, who 
drew a revolver, and, firing three times, 
SHOT HIM DEAD. 
The men were standing almost against the 
rear door of the scales office opening into the 
hog shed. 
THE SCENE OF THE MURDER 
wasabusy one atthat hour. The murderer 
and his victim stood at the extreme 
northern limit of the hog shed, on the north- 
east corner of which stands the scales office. 
The parties to the tragedy standing at the rear 
door of the office were thus almost out 
from under the root...» dt the 
shed. On eac h of the alleys 
running past the office hogs were being 
driven and the hoarse cries of the swine 
drivers could be heard all about. 
Traders and employes 
yards were passing back 
forth from the oftice by both 
the front and rear doors and the only thing 
that saved some of these from being 
‘‘winged’’ by the flying bullets was the fact 
that Marsteller’s aim was too high. Under 
the roof, from the north and south alley, was 
the scale-yard space, about 50 feet long by 20 
wide, into which the rear door of the oflice 
opened. This space had no pens, and ofiered 
no interruption to rapid movements 
from one end to the other. About twenty feet 
from the alley the yard — 1 into hog 
pens, which atthe time were filled with the 
grunting animals. Drivers were urging 
herds up and down the dark alieys 
which, leading off from scale-yard 
extended far off to the south underthe dark 
shadow ofthe roof. Along these dark aisies 
the revolver shots reverberated, startling men 
and animals as one report followed the 
other in quick succession. By standing upon 
the fence that separates the var from 
the alley and straining the neck, a per- 
son can see the south window 
of the dead man’s office in the 
big brick building a hundred yardsaway. At 
this window stood the victim’s oldest son, 
Charles, who, as book-keeper of the firm, was 
footing up a column ot figures, while his 
father at the very moment bad just finished 
the problem of life. 

THE MEN. 
Both men were gray-haired, Marstellers 
hair being almost white. Steele was a 
large man pe ye being about 
five feet ten and a half inches tall, and weigh- 
ing nearly 180 pounds. He had a rural look 


and eneral make-up, and as he lay 
in eath jn one of the offices 
he much resembled a ood-natured 
Joshua Whitcomb. He had reddish hair and 
chin whiskers of the same color, 
both of which were considerably 
tinged with gray. Marsteller is 


an undersized man and will not weigh over 
140 pounds, He is not more than feet 6 
and would be no match for a man of Steele's 
size. He is exceedingly nervous and is noted 
for his ungovernable temper. 
THE MURDER. 
The only eye-witness of the killing was 
Frauk Lewis, a young man who drives 
hogs about the yards. He was standing 
almost along side of both men when their 
differences became serious. His statement to 
a reporter was as follows: 1 was standing 
near the rear door of the scales office, about 
six feet from Steele and Marsteller. The two 
were leaning up against the rear of the 
building, Steele having his back to the buiid- 
ing. i wasn’t paying much attention to their 
talk and didn’t notice what they were talking 
about until I heard Marsteller exclaim: 
‘You're a bie lying cur and a dirty 
up.’ With that Steele hit him three times. 
je didn’t succeed in knocking him down, and 
the two clinched in the corner up 
against the building Suddenly Marstelier 
broke loose and started away. Steele made no 
effort to follow him, and Marstelier waiked 
deliberately away with his back to Steele until 
ne had gone about twenty feet, when Ilsaw 
him quickly throw open his coat and 
DRAW A REVOLVER. 

Just then some one cried: „He's going 
to shoot.’ Several men whowere standi 
near the office door threw it open and rush 
inside. I was so startled by the sudden change 
in affairs that I just stood there. I guess I could 
nota’ moved if I'd wanted to. Just as the door 
slammed bebind the men who ski into 
the office, Marsteller wheeled around so as to 
face Steele, and aiming his revoiver at him 
said: ‘Now you take it back.’ Steele never 
flinched but Gone a up said: ‘No.

That was all he said, and 
then, coming toa policeman, I turned him 
Over. 

The prisoner was taken to the Fourth Dis- 
trict Police Station, where he was interviewed 
by a Post-DISPATCH reporter.

He Announces That He Wants to Close His 

Connection With the Church on June 

1, Next—The Pastor Feels That He 

Needs Rest After Ten Years’ Work—A 

Big Surprise in Church Circles—A Talk 
With Dr. Boyd. 


Considerable excitement was caused in 
church circles this morning when the rumor 
became very general that Dr. W. W. Boyd of 
the Second Baptist Church had resigned his 
pastorate, his resignation to take effect on 
the Ist ot June next. There were the usual 
vague accompaniments to the story, and 
some people who knew nothing whatever about 
the facts were the first to state that there 
had been trouble in the church, and that 
the trouble grew out of choir matters.

WASHINGTON, D. O., January 11.—The Pres- 
ident yesterday made an appointment directly 
in the line of practical politics. He has sought 
to concillate one of his most vigorous enemies 


by appointing Dr. Willoughby Walling of 
Indiana consul at Leith. Dr. Walling is the 
son-in-law of Wm. H. English, Democratic 
candidate for Vice-President on the ticket with 
Hancock in 1680. The appointment of the son- 
in-law, itis sup ed, will put an end to the 
opposition to the President being waged by 
English and his friends. It will be remem- 
bered that at the last convention Mr. 
English submitted a series of resolutions 
severely arraigning the Administration and 
its policy on the civil service law. It was with 
areat difficulty thet Mr. English could be pre- 
vented from having the resolutions adopted. 
This was, coursé, communicated to the 
President, and since that time there has been 
an effort upon the part of the President to ap- 
pease the wrath of the English family. It was 
not more than ten days after the inauguration 
of Mr. Clevelaud unt Mr. English’s son-in- 
law asked to be made Surgeon General of the 
Marine Hospital. It was refused, and the 
Englishes from that day became hostile to 
Mr. Cleveland. Dr. Walling, however, 
was not severe. He possessed staying powers, 
and instead of leading a revolt“ quietly 
asked for an appointment, which was given 
him yesterday. It is worth $2.500 a year, with 
not much to do. Dr. Walling has not been 
successful as a business man. For a number 
ot years he was engaged in the wholesale 
druggist business in Louisville, but failed. He 
afterwards started a house in Indianapolis, 
where it was notlong before he made an as- 
signment. It is said the President became im- 
pressed with him on account of his fine per- 
sonal appearance. He is a native of Kentucky, 
and when a resident of that State wore the 
proud distinction of being the ‘-handsomest 
man in the South. It is not known whether 
Mr. English will allow him to accept, but those 
who know Mr. English best say there need be 
no fear upon thatscore. If he does accept, it 
will naturally make Mr. English a friend of the 
President. 


Carlisle for Senator.

Mr. Oarlisle, who is now recog- 
nized as a candidate, will give Mr. Beck a 
close run. Kentuckians believe Mr. Carlisle 
can be elected if he wants to.

WORRIED WORKERS. 


SPECIAL COUNSEL APPOINTED TO PROSE- 
CUTE THE ELECTION FRAUDS. 


Convicting Testimony in Biack and White— 
An Army of Disfranchisea Voters Ready 
to Tell How They Fared—Fraud Brought 
to Light in the Congressional Contest 
©ase—The Ballot Boxes Will Be Opened. 


The appointment of D. P. Dyer as special 
counsel for the Government in the election 
cases is the realization of the worst fears of 
the gang—not because Col. Dyer is personally 
to be dreaded, but because he represents a 
body of earnest and unreachable citizens, who 
have determinedly set to work to punish the 
frauds committed at the last election. Sur- 
veyor Lancaster has been accused by some of 
the Democratic politicians of starting the in- 
vestigation to avenge some political scores 
with Congressman Glover. That official has 


even given out the impression himscif. If he 
did aid in it be finds that he has hurled a 


boomerang which now threatens the welfare 
of himself and bis political chums. There was 
considerable satisfaction among the workers 
over the early adjournment of the Grand-jury, 
but the rejoicing has been turned to mourn- 
ing.

CASTLEMAW’S “FLANKER.” 

Senator CasTLEMAN is so much in favor o 
of the enjoyment of free transportation by | o 
men in office that he proposes to displace 
the section prohibiting their acceptance 
of free passes with a constitutional 
amendment compelling all railroads to 
carry them for nothing, on passes issued 
by the Secretary of State. 

If the free transportation of all public 
officers, or of any particular class or de- 
scription of them, will increase the en- 
ciency of the public service or otherwise 
improve the same, then the public can 
well afford to provide such free transpor- 
tation and pay for it. To extort it from 
the railroads without compensation, is in 
principle and policy the same as compell- 
ing hackmen, livery-stable keepers, stage 
lines or steamboat lines to carry public 
officers without charge, or hotel and 
boarding-house keepers to board them 
without charge. It is billeting public 
officers on private citizens, a thing utterly 
at variance with the principles and con- 
stitutional landmarks of our system of 
government. 

One of the principal objections to the 
voluntary granting of passes by railroads 
and the acceptance of them by public 
officials is that it makes gadabouts of the 
latter and tempts them too often from 
their posts of duty. But were there no 
other objection to Senator CasTLEMAN’S 
proposition, an insurmountable one would 
be that it wrongs the railroads in the first 
place, and, in doing so, lays the basis of 
new claims for them on Government favor 
and of closer relations between them and t 
public officers, made their beneficiaries by 
law. 

It seems that legislation to enforce the 
Constitution is to be antagonized with 
propositions to repeal the railroad chap- 
ter of the Constitution with amendments. 
We hope no enforcing bill will offer to im- 
pose any unjust, improper or unconstitu- 
tional burden upon the railroads. To 
successfully vindicate the Constitution of 
the State and render unto the people that 
which is the people’s we must perforce 
render unto GOULD that which is GOULD’s.

HIGH BRIDGE, 


The Board of Engineers Reports Against a 
Low Structure With a Draw. 


Yesterday the reportof the Board of En- 
gineers sent to St. Louis to investigate the 
proposed new bridge was submitted to the 
Senate. It then appeared that the 
Commission had been appointed by the Sec- 
retary of War on a written request 


from Senator McMillan, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Commerce. The report 
consisted of a review of the evidence heard by 
the board, both as to the desirability of alow 
and ofa high bridge. It concluded with their 
deductions in six ek ret ene They hold that 
while the present bridge has not been crowded 
to its full capacity good reasons were shown 
for the building of a new bridge above the 
site of the present one. aque no 
detailed statements were presented to them 
nor surveys forthe location of the pragosed 
structure, they do not think the difference of 
cost between a high and a low bridge would be 
considerable. a draw bridge was built 
the channel might shift, leave the draw span 
and make the bridge impassable. The board 
is decidedly of the opinion thata low bridge, 
with a draw init, should not be authorized 
or allowed below the mouth of the Missouri. 
Justice to navigation interests requires that 
the proposed bridge should be no greater tax 
upon the commerce of the river than is abso- 
lutely necess Unannel svans of 500 feet 
clear width, giving a clear headway of not 
less than fifty feet at high water, are the least 
dimensions that should be authorized, and

There is, 
I believe, no truth whatever in the report that 
the Prince of Wales was about to spend a 
couple of years in Ireland, and had actually 
taken Newlands, once the residence of Lord 
Kilwarden, murdered in the tnsurrection in 
Dublin at the commencement of the present 
century. The Prince of Wales, however, has 
announced his intention of visiting the Punch- 
estown races this year, and the date of the 
meeting has been changed to suit his con- 
venience. 

PRIVATE PERFORMANCE AT SANDRINGHAM. 

The performance of ‘‘David Garrick’’ by 
command before the Prince of Wales and 
his family at Sandringham, at 10 o’clock on 
Friday evening, was certainly the theatrical 
event par excellence of last week. The re- 
moval of the whole of the scenery and prop-

The neighbors and tenants attended in 
shoals in spite of the almost impassable roads, 
and the ball-room was nearly full when the 
playing of the national anthem by the Ori- 
terion band behind the curtain announced 
the approach ofthe Prince and Princess, and 
Gen. Sir Dighton Probyn began to marshal the 
chief guests te their places. Orders and rib- 
bons wore, of course, de rigueur. The Princess 
of Wales looked well in ruby velvet with skirt 
and sleeves of gold-beaded net, and 
a diamond flower- shaped ajigrette in 
her hair.

A GOOD SHOWING. 


Gov. Abbett’s Message to the Legislature 
of New Jersey. 


TRENTON, N. J., January 11l.—In his annual 
message sentto the Legislature to-day Gov, 
Abbett congratulates the people of the State 
upon the great advance madein reference to 
the taxation of corporations. An increase of 
State revenue from this source in 1886 over 
1884 of more than $357,000 is shown, and tor 
local purposes the increase is estimated at 
over $1,000,000. 

The State has secured, during the past few 
years, results that are of great advantage to 
the people, but it has not yet obtained 
the full measure of equal taxation. The 
act of April 10, 1884, contains a limitation upon 
tne taxation of railroad and canal property 
tor local purposes which excludes the maln 
stem of railroads, the water way of 
canals and the tangible personal property 
and franchises of these corporations, from 
any tax for local purposes, and also limits the 
rate on the property n subject to 
local taxation, to 1 per cent. If these ex- 
emptions and the limitation astothe rate of 
taxation for local purposes were stricken 
from the act, these companies would sub- 
stantially pay the same tax as individuals.

A STARTLING STORY. 


How District Attorney Martine is Said to 
Have Made Duffy Squeal,.

Finley first came to London a year ago to sell 
$250,000 worth of ten-year 6 per cent deben- 
ture bonds of a concern at Washington, known 
asthe Anglo-American Insurance Company, 
ofwhich Wm. Bell, Jr., is President. Its 
offices were at 657 Purview street, and Mr. Fin- 
ley showed statements of assets of $660,000, of 
which $266,000 were in United States 4 per cent 
coupon bonds and $247,000 in United States 4% 
per cent bonds. There were among the further 
items in the table of assets one of $34,000 de- 
scribed as being in process of collection and 
$31,000 cash in the bank. Among the liabilities 
were $500,000 capital stock and $109,000 reinsur- 
ance fund. He represented that the company 
was making over 16 per cent per annum; 
that $250,000 worth of the stock could be pur- 
chased at par, and that the difference 
between 6 per cent and 15 per cent could be 
made each year. This was a most plausible 
story and Finley is a most plausible man. He 
formed the acquaintance of an Americam res- 
ident here who has a large and valuable busi- 
ness acquaintance and who unsuspectingly 
admitted him into close friendship. By that 
means he secured many valuable introduc- 
tions. He is a man of fine education, and be- 
ing over 6feet and weighing 240 pounds, he 
made everywhere amost favorable impres- 
sion. Through the generosity of his newly 
made unfortunate American friends, he was 
shown many social attentions and gained at 
once a position that few strangers can at- 
tain in London. He constantly made refer- 
ence to the former relations which he pro- 
fessed existed between himself and Mr. Til- 
den, saying that he had, in 1876, directed the 
expenditure of over 
$1,000,000 OF MR. TILDEN’S MONEY. 

He likewise frequently spoke of the confi- 
dential mission with which he asserts he has 
been intrusted by Secretary Bayard. Oneof 
the duties confided to him by tne latter was 
that of secretly inspecting the United States 
consulates and legations. To bankers and 
brokers he stated that he had been deputed by 
the United States Government to sound the 
London financiers on the silver question. He 
claimed, and is doing so now, to be onthe 
mostintimate terms of personal friendship 
with Mr. Cleveland, who he says has fre- 
quently sent for bim to consult with him inthe 
greatest secrecy on important affairs connected 
with the Government. He adds that the 
President had offered him the Governorship 
of either Wyoming or Alaska, whichever he 
might choose, but that he had refused both 
offices. He further deciares that the President 
has told bim he was very sorry he had not 
made him Solicitor of the Department of the 
Interior, or that if he wanted the Consul-Gen- 
eralship of Paris he could have it. He also 
claimed to have importaat work to do in Lon- 
don for the Alaska Seal Company, and he re- 
ceived for this alone a salary of $10,000 per 
annum. He made substantial progress in his 
efforts to sell the bonds of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Insurance Company. He came with these 
bonds all ready for delivery. He had 
also many thousand shares of stock signed 
and sealed, ready for delivery as a 
bonus and commission for selling the 
debentures. He had also several blank sheets 
of foolscap paper signed at the bottom by the 
president and secretary of the company. He 
also had a pocket full of gilt seals with the 
seal of the company impressed thereon, ready 
to be affixed to any statement or document 
required. Finley’s representation had been 
made with such seeming truth and candor that 
the Lait was about to betaken by a syndicate 
here, when suddenly the American friend into 
whose favor he hadso cunningly ingratiated 
himself cabledto a gentleman at ashing- 
ton and received an answer which aroused 
suspicion. The negotiations were broken off 
much to the disgust of Finley. He bad gone so 
far and was so confident that he had cabled to 
his agsociates at Washington to draw on him 
for $20,000. These drafts came but were pro- 
tested and ina short time after the Anglo- 
American Insurance Company failed with no 
r assets excepting a few office 
chairs and desks. It wasaswindie from be- 
ginning to end. . 

AN IRREPRESSIBLE SWINDLER. 

This, however, did not deter Finley from 
making overtures in other directions, always 
veiling his intentions under the garb of a 
confidential agent of the Umited States Gov- 
ernment at Washington. He met, amon 
others, an American newspaper man name 
Jerome, and by promising to get him a Con- 
suishipin Italy, he procured an introduction 
to Cardinal Manning, whom Jerome knew in- 
timately. Finley, thereupon, had two lon 
interviews with the Cardinal, but was ove. 
dently unsuccessful, for, after his 
second visit, he declared the  Car- 
Ginal only wanted to see him that he 
— convert him. 229 had a scheme for 
building a great Catholic University at Wash- 
ington and is believed to have tried to obtain 
money from the Cardinal. Shortly after this 
he attempted to raise a fund of $100,000 among 
the ship-builders of Great Britain to be sent to 
Washington to pay for the lobbying of certain 
measures, he, of course, to have charge of the 
distribution. His professed familiarity with 
the United States Government and his connec- 
tion with naval affairs have secured for him 
more than one invitation to inspect some of the 
ironciads recently completed here, and not 
long since he obtained a fee for going to Scot- 
land to give a legal opinion on the Territorial 
laws of the United States. It is upon these 
lines that Finley has been operating since he 
came here, and the United States Govern- 
ment certainly owes it to the English public 
to put a stop to it. The American gen- 
tleman here through whom he secured 
his first acquaintance in London 
feela deeply umiliated by  Finley’s 
conduct. inley was received at his house 
and took a base advantage of the privileges 
thus afforded. One result of this was a per- 
sonal altercation on the street a few days 
since in front of the American Exchange, in 
which Finley was denounced as an imposter 
in the presence of a considerable number of 
gentiemen.

DID HE SUICIDE? 


The Mysterious Disappearance of Lloyd M. 
Bingham from Brooklyn. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPaTcu. 

NEw YoOrK, January II.— Lloyd M. Bingham 
left the house of Dr. G. 8. Little, Drury street, 
Brooklyn, where he was living with his moth- 
er and 4-year-old daughter, on the afternoon 
of December l4, and he has not been seen or 
heard of since. He was atthe store of Wood 
& Sellick, dealers in bakers and confection- 
ers’ supplies, where heis employed, the day 
before his disappearance. His accounts were 
not squared up, but his mother, who is 
wealthy, bad gone security for him and will 


make good any loss which he may have caused. 
Bingham was 23 years old. When he was 18 
years old he was secretly married to a school- 
irl of 16, and for a year concealed the 
act. When his mother discovered this 
secret, she took his young wife to live with 
her and treated her very kindly until her 
death a year ago. and at present her son’s 
daughter is under the gentle mother’s protec- 
tion. Before Bingam went away he told Dr. 
Little he would not be back that night, but 
would positively return within three days. 
Mrs. Bingham did not learn of her son’s disap- 
pearance until hereturned to Brooklyn two 
weeksago. She at once communicated with 
two other sons. They at once began to search 
for the missing man, but so far have obtained 
no definite clue. On Sunday, however, 
they learned that a few nights after his 
disappearance he was with five or six men 
in @ saloon at Harlem playing poker, and 
that the game broke up n a row 
and that a simultaneous attack was made on 
their brother. They were engaged yesterday 
Te up this clue. Mrs. Bingham also re- 
ceived information which led her to suspect 
that her son had been in Buffalo a few days af- 
ter his disappearance and that he might be the 
unknown man who committed suicide by 
jumping from the bridge. Mrs. Bingham 
wrote to the police authorities at the Falls for 
articulars and an answer was returned stat- 
ng thatthe man who witnessed the suicide 
could only describe the man as tall and wear- 
ing dark clothes. The missing man was of a 
social disposition. He had considerable 
money when he disappeared. He could be 
easily identified by a picture of the Goddess of 
Liberty in India ink on bis left arm.
